A nadahl told of the D epart­ 
m ent of Interior now preparing 
recom m endations to go along

Springs Community Chest. 
Margoiis, president of Palm 
Springs Broadcasting Corpora­ 
tion, operator of the local af­ 
filiate of CBS Radio network, 
KCMJ, sent his proposal to Ar­ 
thur Godfrey, announcer for 
CBS, and Frank Stanton, presi­ 
dent of CBS, In duplicate tele­ 
grams. 
"The radio industry has al­ 
ready proposed national, non­ 
partisan observance of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's birthday . . 
the telegram said In part, and 
continued. "The entire com mu­

The announcement that the deficit in the federal 
budget this year will be somewhat less than anticipated 
immediately touched off a new hue for a tax cut by the 
next session of Congress.

The interest 
on th a t debt alone am ounts to about $7 billion a year, 
or around $20 million a day. 


In addition to that, this nation has no idea of what it 
will be facing next year, next month, or even next week 
in the way of new defense outlays, so uncertain are all 
strategic defense policies in the light of new hydrogen 
and atomic war potentialities. 


Employment is at an all-time high and wages and sal­ 
aries exceed anything the world has ever known before. 
The economy is booming at such a rate that any tax 
reduction would immediately pose an 
inflationary 
threat. When have we ever been in a better position to 
pay our debts? 


Y#ur share of the interest alone, Mr. America, and 
that of every member of your family, exceeds $40 a 
year. 
That's for Interest and doesn't include a penny 
for debt retirem ent or for the enormous costs of run­ 
ning our government each year. 


If w e’re ever going to pay off debts, now is the time. 
If we had half the courage and the integrity th a t our 
father* — not our forefathers, but our fathers — had, 
wa’d be asking for a hike in taxes, not a cut. 


Or have we grown so morally soft as a nation that 
we don’t intend to pay our debts?

BETTER HIGHWAYS ADVOCATED — One of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’* greatest adm irers and loyal sup­ 
porter* is Senator Thomas A. Kuchel, California's jun­ 
ior senator. 
At a press conference for a dozen River­ 
side county newspapermen at the Mission Inn last 
weekend, Senator Kuchel said that the whole nation 
is gratified by the steady recovery of President Eisen­ 
hower, and that a decision regarding a second term 
should be made by the President himself. If the Presi­ 
dent agrees to run again, he will be elected, the Senator 
asserted. 


Senator Kuchel told newspapermen that top priority 
would be given to highway legislation at the next ses­ 
sion of Congress. 
While the Senator did not say so, it 
seems likely th a t there will be modification of the high­ 
way program proposed by President Eisenhower at the 
last session which ran into considerable opposition. 
Senator Kuchel said that there is urgent need for im­ 
provement of our highway system because of civil de­ 
fense, economic, social and safety factors. 
Financing 
of an expanded and improved Federal highway system 
should be through higher taxes on gasoline in d diesel 
oil, and from general borrowing, the Senator believes. 
Indicating that some changes will be made from the 
highw'ay bill that was proposed by the adm inistration 
at the last session, Senator Kuchel said that a longer 
period of time for completion of a long-range highway 
im provem ent program will be urged. 


More and more people are realizing the importance 
of better highways in the civil defense problem. 
This 
is particularly true for distances of several hundred 
miles around large metropolitan areas. 
Evacuation 
tests in several localities have shown up serious bottle­ 
necks. The best means of financing the costly highway 
program is of course the big problem. 
It appears to be 
certain, however, as Senator Kuchel predicts, that a 
satisfactory plan for financing a long-range program 
will be developed, and will receive a good deal of popu­ 
lar support. 


Senator Kuchel, who with Mrs. Kuchel just returned 
from a five weeks private vacation trip to Europe, will 
keep rig h t on moving as he travels up and down his 
home sta te for the next 30 days, discussing national 
and international problems with Californians. 
H e told 
this reporter that he hoped to include Palm Springs on 
his itinerary.

. IT SEEMS that mighty few, if 
any, golfers ever heard of "An 
ounce of prevention.” The mapor- 
Ity of club swingers don’t believe 
In such a thing or they haven't 
learned its spplication to their 
performances on the course. 
As a rut» the golfer invites or 
gets Into trouble and then looks 
for a cure. This happens mainly 
because he operates by chance. 
He doesn't master a fundamental­ 
ly sound swing before going out 
to play. After all golf is Just a 
game, why not play a few rounds 
flrst to see if he is going to like 
It He Immediately becomes an­ 
other member of the hordes who 
\ave done the very same thing. 
• • 
• 
TO EVERY golfer the knowl­ 
edge and skill of swinging cor­ 
rectly Is as important as the 
know-how is to a aurgeon. Sure­ 
ly you wouldn't went to be op­ 
erated on by a doctor who was 
performing an operation com­ 
pletely strange to him, just to see 
if he liked it. This parallel should 
make you preparation and pre­ 


vention minded. 
Though many golfers try hard 
to master a technique It often la 
one that encourages, rather than 
prevente, the mletakes they hope 
to avoid. 
In general the goal is consis­ 
tent succete or efficiency in the 
use of body, arms and handa. 
Then two thing* mint be consid­ 
ered; one, eliminating, ail posi­ 
tions or movements that encour­ 
age mistakes and two. remember­ 
ing that backawing errors msan 
similar errors in ths downswing. 
Here is an example. Any pro­ 
nation of the left arm or hand 
increases the difficulty of hiving 
the dubfsce meet the ball square­ 
ly 
Prona (Ion fn the backawing de­ 
mands similar action in the down­ 
swing and such action is bound 
to take place despite your feel­ 
ings about it. 
In checking all of your posi­ 
tions and movements by these 
points you will be preventing 
many of your usual mistakes and 
learning that prevention pays.
